Yisrael Ze’ev, 38, an American- 
bor resident of the West Bank set- 
tlement of Shilo, was convicted by 
the Jerusalem District Court yester- 
day of manslaughter for killing an 
Arab shepherd, and of causing bodi- 
ly harm to another near the settle- 
ment this year.

Labour close 
to blocking 
Likud gov’t 


The Labour party is very close 
to securing a blocking majority 
that will prevent Yitzhak Shamir 
from forming a narrow coalition, 
according to well-placed Labour 
sources who based their assess- 
ment on a decision by Agudat 
Yisrael’s Council of Tora Sages 
not to join a Likud coalition. 

The sources said last night

Shamir means to present 
narrow coalition soon

The Likud and Shas late last night 
signed a coalition agreement, as 

6 Minister Shamir launched in- 
tensive efforts to wind up coalition 
negotiations with the small parties 
and form a narrow government, fol- 
lowing the Labour decision not to 
enter a broad coalition with Likud. 

The Likud-Shas agreement came 
after negotiations between Shas 
leaders Yitzhak Peretz and Rafael 
Pinhasi, and Ronni Milo, Ariel 
Sharon, ‘Yitzhak Moda'i and Moshe 
Katsav for the Likud. 

The meeting took over four 
hours, despite the fact that the con- 
ditions for agreement had ostensibly 
been worked out and Shamir had 
given his word to Peretz earlier in 
the day that Shas would pet “‘every- 
thing τ had been promised.” 

The meeting took place in Shar- 
on’s Tel Aviv office and was con- 
tinuing at press time. 

The Likud is to meet with Shas 
again today to iron out the final 
details. Another meeting is to take 
place between the Likud and Agu- 
dat Yisrael. also today. 

Earlier, Shamir, who had very 
much wanted a broad coalition with 
Labour, was stunned and disap- 
pointed by the Labour decision. “I 
regret the missed opportunity to 
form a broad government, which 
most of the public wanted,” Shamir 
commented after closeting himself 
with his advisers for several hours 
last night.

Writers urge 
talks with PLO

TEL AVIV -- Several of the coun- 
try’s most prominent writers and po- 
ets have welcomed the recent decla- 
ration of a Palestinian state and 
called on the government to negoti- 
ate with the PLO.

Expert warns of 4,000 - 
Aids cases by mid- 1990s

TEL AVIV - There will be at least 
4,000 Aids patients in Israel by the 
mid-1990s, Dr. Paul Slater, head of 
the Epidemiology Department in 
the Health Ministry. predicted at a 
press conference here vesterday, in 
advance of International Aids Day 
today. 

To date, there have been 71 Aids 
cases in Israel, and 375 of the 6,000 
individuals who have had them- 
selves tested have been found to be 
seropositive. 

But these numbers are deceptive 
because many potential carriers 
have not taken the test. and the 
disease has a iong incubation 
period. 


The international standard is that | 


the real number of potential patients 
is 10 times the number of known 
carriers or 50 times the number of 
patients who actually have the 
disease. 


Since, as far as is known, every 
carrier will ultimately become a pa- 
tient, that brings the number of fu- 
ture patients to about 4,000. That 
assumes that no one else will be 
infected from now on. which of 
ined is not realistic. 

fmation campaigns by the 
Health Ministry, the Histadrut 
Health Fund and voluntary organi- 
zations are aimed at preventing the 


further spread of the disease. Their 


representatives at the press confer- 
ence all complained about inade- 
quate budgets. 

The $1 million which the Treasury 
allocated to the Health Ministry for 
the fight against Aids was spent 
mainly on testing blood donations 
and conducting other routine tests, 
Slater said. Only NIS 70,000 was 
available for public education, a far 
cry from the NIS 2.5 m. requested 
-for educational efforts.

The cyclone, the worst since a 
1970 storm which killed half a mil- 
lion people, also devastated coastal 
areas of India’s West Bengal state 


- leaving at least 30 dead according to 


latest teports. 

The storm roared across the Bay 
of Bengal on Tuesday night, sinking 
a Singapore-registered freighter 
with a crew of 19 as it raced for 
safety. 

Officials in Bangladesh's main 
port of Chittagong said the Pumori 
sent out a distress signal before it 


sank about 200km. from the coast. 
* Lloyds shipping agents πὶ London 
said a search was still going on for 
the missing crewmen. It said earlier

Bangladesh's State Minister for 
Relief and Rehabilitation Kazi Fir- 
oze Rashid said at least 100 people 
had been drowned by a tidal wave in 
Bhola, Patuakhali and Barisal dis- 
tricts while fiying debris killed an- 
other 100 in Satkhira. 

“The grim picture is beginning to 
emerge,” he said as the casualty toll 
mounted. 

Weather officials said the cy- 
clone, with wind speeds of 165 kph., 
‘was more powerful than the 1970 
storm. 

But they expected fewer casual- 
ties because the government had is- 
sued cyclone warnings and had evac- 
uated people from coastal areas well 
ahead of the storm's arrival. 

Bangjadesh, one of the world’s 
poorest nations, is still seeking inter- 
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national aid to Tepair the damage - 
caused by floods in August andSep- . 
tember which killed 3.000 people 

and laid waste huge areas of crop- 
lands. 2 

Relief officials said they were still * 
waiting for full reports from areas 
hit by the five-metre tidal wave. 

“We suspect hundreds of people 
may have been killed and a million 
doliags worth of property de- 
strayed,” one official said. 

The storm also closed down Ban- 
Bladesh’s second port of Mongla, 
Officials said. forcing three lighters 
aground and covering jetties with a 
metre of water. 

The storm disrupted telecom- 
munications and power supplies in 
at least 16 towns and four coastal 
districts and sank at least 500 small 
fishing boats, officials said. 

In Calcutta, capital of West Ben- 
gal. officials said at least 30 people 
had died in the storm and 24 fisher- 7 
men were still missing. They said 
thousands of people were homeless 
after the storm.

rather than do army service. Last

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A shocker from Labour 


. THE decision of the Labour Party bureau last 
night against a national unity government 
shocked and surprised al} the parties, includ- 
ing, no doubt, Labour itself. 

But the decision was carefully phrased. 
What the party opposed was joining a unity 
government under the Likud, that is, without 
the previous provisions for complete parity 
and rotation of premiers. In principle, there- 
fore, the door was left ajar for a unity govern- 
ment that would provide for rotation. But it is 


also true that most of those who opposed the’ 


existing formula would also oppose a unity 
government with rotation. However, since the 
vote in the Labour bureau was so close, there 
is no certainty that such a majority against a 
unity government would be sustained if in- 
deed rotation were offered. 

For the moment, there seems little likeli- 
hood that Mr. Shamir and the Likud will be 
inclined to take that extra step. Their immedi- 
ate reaction to Labour's decision was to move 
quickly to establish a narrow coalition. 

At first glance, it would appear, therefore, 
that Mr. Shamir is simply back where he 
Started, namely to set up the government with 
the Orthodox and right-wing parties which 
seemed almost wrapped up before the negoti- 


ations with Labour. 

However, those negotiations also affected 
the positions of the religious parties. Their 
demands upon Mr. Shamir may now become 


even greater, either with, or without, again Ὁ 


engaging in tandem talks with Labour for a 
narrow coalition under its lead. 

Certainly, this spectre of almost insur- 
mountable difficulty in establishing a govern- 
ment is unsettling for the public at large. It 
also does not enhance Israel's international 
image. Therefore, Mr. Shamir’s natural re- 
sponse was better a narrow government with 
concessions to the ultra-religious and ultra- 
nationalist parties, than no government at all. 

But that immediate response will soon lose 
its charm. For if Mr. Shamir succeeds, the 
price he must pay for such a narrow coalition 
will bring down upon his government all the 
very pressures he sought to avoid by inviting 
Labour. And if, upon reflection. he decides, 
as he did a fortnight ago, that the price is too 
high, he will be faced once again with the 
choice of Labour or new elections. 

Labour's decision last night only served to 


sharpen perception of the coalition-making 


quagmire produced by the election results; it 
did not put an end to the agony. 


Tremors in the Kremlin 


SHADES of 1917. Except that now it is not a 
revolutionary leader who, storming the ram- 
parts of an oppressive empire, proudly in- 
forms his people that “we are blowing up the 
old structure,” but the head of the new impe- 
Tial state himself. From the traditionally qui- 
escent forum of the Supreme Soviet the call 
for a complete reshaping of Soviet society has 
now been sounded by Mikhail Gorbachev. 
While this may not quite meet the standard 
definition of a revolution, the approaching 
tremors of such a gigantic event must register 
throughout the world, including the Middle 
East. 

Promise, needless to say, is not yet perfor- 
mance. But the commitment to de-Staliniza- 
tion has never been so clearly spelled out as it 
was by President Gorbachev during the first 
two days of the Supreme Soviet’s three-day 
session this week. The commitment is to a 
“new, democratic Soviet Union™ based on its 
own socialist system of “checks and bal- 

. ances,” and to a reformed, meaning decen- 


of glasnost and perestroika is on the march; 
and it is on the march because it answers to 
the most fundamental needs of the Soviet 
Union. 

For some time now it must have become 
obvious to even the Soviet bureaucracy itself 
that the socialist jailhouse that Lenin found- 
ed, and that Stalin put up, was heading not 
towards fully-fledged communism but to- 
wards collapse from within. Authoritarian re- 
pression might be a sure-fire formula for 
maintaining quiet and stability in the short 
term, but it could not provide a long-term 
substitute for initiative as the source of eco- 
nomic growth and social progress. 

Keeling over, as it did, under the oppressive 
burden of an international arins zace, while 
squandering precious resources on subsidies 
for proliferating but lethargic populations, the 
Soviet Union started moving backward, not 
forward. The slogan of overtaking the West 
turned into an obscene joke. During the years

No less symptomatic was the Soviet presi- 
dent’s readiness to consider revisions of his 
own ideas. Most amazing, perhaps, was the 
very mild chastisement administered, no 
doubt at his behest, to Estonia for its “decla- 
ration of sovereignty” last month. In the past 
the perpetrators of any such “bourgeois na- 
tionalist” effrontery would have been imme- 
diately rewarded with banishment, or worse.

Shocking sacrifice

MANY FILM buffs, out of respect 
for French filmmaker Bertrand Ta- 
vernier, will endure two uncomfort- 
able hours watching his latest pic- 
ture, La Passion Béatrice. And out 
of the same respect, once their frus- 
tration is over, they will conclude 
that it is an interesting feminist 
statement, an exploration of Chris- 
tianity in a state of crisis, an accu- 
rate reconstruction of the Middle 
Ages and a portrait of the Age of 
Chivalry at its end, and they may 
even grow fond of the picture. 

If you don’t happen to respect 
Tavernier, the best you can expect 
from this film is to be bewildered by 
the choice of the subject, by the 
uncompromising harshness of the 
characters and by the strange dra- 
matic construction which allows the 
story to wander all over the place for 
ἃ long time, without preparing the 
audience for some of the shocks de- 
livered later. 

Béatrice is the young daughter of 
Francois de Courtemare, a knight 
gone to the wars with his son and 
captured by the English at the bat- 
tle of Crécy in 1346. Left bome with 
the womenfolk, Béatrice pines for 
her adored father and brother who.

Flu bugs

One 
influenza researcher has theorized that 
the flu virus comes down each year 
from the stratosphere, for example,” 
Glezen said in an interview. “The truth

‘Most doctors believe the spread of 
influ has something to do with a 
combination of weather, social habits 
and the ability of the flu virus to readily 
mutate into a pew form. 

There are three basic flu viruses that 


scientists 


spreads best in winter because people 
tend to gather inside during cold 
weather and because school is in ses- 
sion. Children are more susceptible to 
infection because their immume sys- 
tems are not as developed as those of 
adults, Glezen noted.

Personal income tax returns for the 1988 tax year must be submitted by 
April 30, 1989, unless the taxpayer kept his books of account on the 


double-entry system, in which case such taxpayers must submit their . 


Teturns by May 31, 1989. It is true that in the past. penalties have not 
been levied on tax retums filed as much as a month after the deadline, 
but this appears to be an informal concession by the tax authorities and 
not governed by any specific section in the law. 
The tax credit for the 1988 tax year is NIS 586. Taxpayers are entitled to 
two-and-a-quarter credits as well as additional credits, where applicable, 
for non-working spouse and son, down the line, including new immi- 
grants, supportive invalid family members and so forth. Thus, for 
example, a bachelor, or married taxpayer whose spouse also works, will 
be liable to taxes at an annual income exceeding NIS 6,590. A working 
mother with one chiid will pay taxes at an income of NIS 9,520, with two 
children at a level of NIS 12,450, and with three children at a level of NIS 
14.637. Other tax credits may increase the tax-free level still further. 

Payroll summary reports (the well-known form 126) must be submitted 
by March 31 unless an extension was granted in advance by the tax 
authorities. It may interest readers to know that the annual summary of 
each employee (form 106) must be provided by the employer no later 
than March 20. I wonder how many employers keep to this deadline!

are available. The minimum amount entitling the taxpayer to a tax credit 
is either 5% of taxable income of NIS 2,600, whichever is the lower, and 
the upper limit on which the 25% tax credit is granted is the lower of 
12.5% of taxable income or NIS 3,190.

EFTA fears end of 


1992 jitters on Europe’s fringes 


By NIGEL HAWKES 


LONDON - The European Com- 
munity’s steady progress towards 
the elimination of wade barriers by 
1992 is causing alarm to those who 
live on, its fringes. 

Countries like Norway. Sweden. 
Austria, and even Switzerland are 
wondering how to establish closer 
relations with the EC in order to 
ensure they are not Icft out when the 
party begins. ; 

These four countries. together 
with Iceland and Finland, are mem- 
bers of EFTA, the European Free 
Trade Association, which has long 
had ἃ fruitful relationship with the 
EC. Although set up in 1960 as a 
tival organization, EFTA negotiat- 
ed free trade agreements in 1972-73 
with the EC that have led to 2 boom 
in trade. Last year trade between 
the two blocs exceeded $290 billion. 

Bot the abolition of barriers will 
introduce a worrying complexity 
into a relationship which has so far 
given EFTA most of the advantages 
of belonging to the EC without any 
of the responsibilities. 

To maintain free access to the 
huge market that will be created, 
EFTA members will have to dupli- 
cate the EC's harmonization legisla- 
tion in their own countries. 
means that in effect they will have to 
do whatever the members of the EC 
do, without having had any influ- 
ence on the decision-making 
Process. 

The alternative is to follow the 
Austrian lead — break ranks and ap- 
ply for full membership of the EC as 
soon as possible. Other EFTA 
members are unhappy that Austria 
has not stuck to an agreement not to 
open talks before 1992, but there is 
not much they can do about it. Fears 
that another EFTA member, Nor- 
way, would follow the same course 
were allayed earlier this month by 
remarks made by the Norwegian 
Prime Minister, Gro Harlem 
Brundtland, in Strasbourg. She ap- 
peared to rule out a direct applica- 
tion, though adding that Norway 
wanted to play “an active part in 
Europe” after 1992. 

Austrian ambitions received a 
welcome boost this month in Mos- 
cow, when Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev indicated to Austrian 
Chancellor Franz Vranitsky that the 
Soviet Union would not actively op- 
pose application. It had been feared 
that the Soviets would use the Aus- 
trian State Treaty, which guarantees 
Austrian neutrality and was signed 
by the Soviet Union, Britain, France

“The Italians are notoriously con- 
servative in their eating habits, but 
we have found that our new lines do 
very well with young people at the 
upper end of the market,” Barilla 
spokesman Albino Galapini says. 

The company has had to compete 
with a panoply of existing shapes — 
quills, shells, spirals, wheels, butter- 
flies and ears - and find names to 
rival the vivid i of μαρία e 
fieno (straw and hay) or strangola- 
‘preti (priest stranglers). 

When it pioncered the art of cre- 
ating new shapes eight years ἃ 
Barilla hired the Pac of Ttaly’s 
leading car designer, Giorgio Giu- 
giaro. In the last three years it has 
launched four more shapes using a 
150-strong technical team and an 
equally numerous marketing de- 
partment.

Sterling reaches a 
six-month record 


LONDON (Reuter) — The pound 
sterling closed at a six-month high 
against the dollar in London yester- 
day as currency markets welcomed 
Britain’s commitment to keep inter- 
est rates high to fight inflation. 

The dollar remained steady de- 
spite larger-than-expected gains in 
U.S. personal income and consumer 
spending statistics for October re- 
leased yesterday and dealers said 
the market had shifted its focus to 
Friday's U.S. Jobs data for Novem- 
ber. 

The pound closed in London at 
1.8465 against the dollar — the higb- 
est since ἃ 1.8565 finish May 27 - 
despite an open market intervention 
by the Bank of England to brake the 
currency’s rise. In New York, in late 
trading, the currency had advanced 
even further, to 1.8525. 


Currency analysts said sterling 
, stténgthened after Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Nigel Lawson Tuesday 
reaffirmed his commitment to keep 
interest rates high for as long as 
necessary to dampen inflation. Law- 
son on Friday raised the bank base 
interest rate to 13% from 12% after 
news that Britain ran up a record 
trade deficit in October.

Volcker: U.S. must cut 
deficit to preserve role 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - The 
federal budget deficit must be cut in 
order to preserve U.S. economic 
prestige abroad and lower the risk of 
Tecession at home, former Federal 
Reserve Board chairman Paul 
Volcker said yesterday. 

Testifying before the National 
Economic Commission, which is 
seeking ways to shrink the deficit, 
the former central bank chief said it 
was essential that spending on con- 
sumer goods slow and business in- 
vestment and exports rise. 

“Reducing the budget deficit, by 
restraining expenditure, by raising 
taxes. or by a combination of the 
two, acts directly to achieve that 
result,” he said, Volcker said doing 
nothing was not a viable option and 
would make eventual adjustment 

*more painful because it would take 
place amid rising inflation and a de- 
clining dollar. 

“Ultimately, the danger would be 
a severe recession, spreading 


U.S. Money Rates 
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abroad and characterized by strong 
doubts about American leader- 
ship,” he said. 

Volcker, now the chairman of the 
New York-based investment bank- 
ing firm James D. Wolfensohn, said 
he favoured higher petrol excise 
taxes. 

He said from an economic stand- 
point there was no reason to expect 
“grave damage would be done by 
raising taxes on, for instance, beer, 
liquor, cigarettes, cigars or gaso- 
line.” 

His remarks echoed those of cur~ 
rent Fed Chairman Alan Green~- 
span, who told the commission in 
mid-November that how the budget 
deficit was lowered was less impor~ 
tant than that action be initiated to 
start bringing it down. 

Volcker said reducing consump- 
tion spending by $30 billion-$40b. a 
year, by whatever means, could 
bring the federal budget into bal- 
ance by late 1992 or 1993.

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Maccabiah bar mitzva year starts 


By DANNY BEN-TAL 

TEL AVIV - Events marking the 
bar mitzva year of the Maccabiah — 
ie, the 13th Macabiah = are to 
open Gn Monday. December 5 at 10 
a.m, when 20,000 young rumners 
Participate in the 44th annual Mac- 
-cabi torch run. The runners will car- 
Ty torches lit at the historic sight of 
Modi’in via six different routes, to 
the country's three main cities, army 
bases, kibbutzim and moshavim. 

David Ya'akobowitz, the blind 
marathon runner who earned a sil- 
ver medal at last month’s Seoul Par- 
alympics, will carry the main torch 
for the first leg of its journey to the 
President’s Jerusalem residence. He 
will hand the torch over to a delega- 
tion of sports journalists Tepresent- 
ing the media, who in turn will pass 
the torch on to the young runners. 

Preparations, meanwhile, are 
well under way for the actual 13th 
Maccabiah, due to take place in 
July, 1989. The Games promise to 
be the biggest and greatest ever, 
with over 4,000 athletes from 40 
countries competing in 28 different 
sports. Despite some fears that the 
intifada may cause some delegations 
to pull out of the games, no cancel- 
ations have been re; 

A parailel Masters Games for 
ages 35+ will take place for the first 
time, with about 300 competitors. 
International Masters tournaments 
are gaining in popularity, and are 
becoming permanent fixtures in 
Olympic-type events worldwide. 

Following the success of the first 

Youth Maccabi Games in 1985, next 
year’s competition will include judo, 
karate, basketball, tennis, squash, 
swimming, and track and field 
events. 
The International Maccabiah 
Committee, comprising representa- 
tives of 22 national teams, is to re- 
convene in February for a confer- 
ence at Kfar Hamaccabiah in order 
to finalize arrangements for the 
Games. 

“No insurmountable logistical 
problems are envisaged, and all 
fields and other sports installations 
will be ready in time,” according to 


Arich Rosensweig. Chairman of the 
organising committee. 

“The total cost of the games is not 
expected to exceed $6.5m, over half 
of which will be mobilized by over- 
seas Maccabi unions.” he said 
yesterday. 

Maccabi chairman Yitzhak Caspi, 
pointing to his organisation's cur- 
rent economic difficulties, called 
upon both the Government and the 
Jewish Agency to up their financial 
support of the games. 

“The Agency receives donations 
from world Jewry in order to bring 
Jews to Israel -- and this is exactly 
the purpose of the Maccabiah,” he 
contended. 

Thousands of visitors are expect- 
ed for the Games, a past recipient of 
an Outstanding Exporter’s award. 

Following Yugoslavia’s entry into 
the last Maccabiah, a team repre- 
senting the 80,000-strong Hungarian 
Jewish community will become the 
second Eastera-bloc representa- 
tives. Hungarian athletes have not 
participated in the Maccabiah since 
World War I.

Sadly. no athletes have been 
found to represent the aging Egyp- 
tian Jewish community. 

Regarding the vexed question of 
South African participation, World 
Maccabi chairman Michael Keve- 
hazi stated last spring that no team 
would represent that country at the 
Games, in line with the Internation- 
aj Athletics Association’s mules. 

“Individual Jewish athletes from 
countries not represented are invit- 
ed to compete in the Games, though 
not under their national flags.” he 


Tae Kwon Do, the Korean mar- 
tial art that made a hit in more ways 
than one at the Seoul Olympic 
Games and is rapidly growing in 
popularity worldwide, will make its 
debut at the Maccabiah as a demon- 
stration sport. Ten-pin bowling may 
also appear for the first time, at the 
Kiryat Ata bowling club. 

The traditional closing ceremony 
at the Western Wail in Jerusalem is 
planned to culminate in a mass bar 
mitzva ceremony for 5,000 boys 
from all over the world.

Washington urges 
immediate Israeli 
pullback from Taba

Israeli troops would withdraw 
from Taba almost immediately and 


the Egyptian flag would be hoisted - 


over the area. under a new U.S. 
proposal for an interim resolution of 
the Taba problem. At the same 
time. bilateral negotiations over 
such ouistanding issues as hotel 
compensation and tourism access 
would continue. 

During the interim period, Israeli 
management would stay on at the 
Sonesta hotel, while the UN multi- 
national forces would secure the 
area. 

Official Israeli sources said that 
the proposal, outlined in Cairo’s 

fafd party newspaper yesterday, 
could provide a way for a speedy 
restoration of Egyptian sovereignty 
to Taba. to avoid hurting Egyptian 
sensitivities about its rights to the 
land. 

“If there is no Egyptian flag over 
Taba six months from now, we will 
have a serious problem with the 
Egyptians and the Americans,” said 
one senior Israeli official. 

Cairo has been signalling that it 
would move ahead on normalizing 
commercial and tourist ties with Is- 
rael, and increase top-level con- 
tacts, once Taba is returned to 
Egvptian sovereignty. 

From Cairo's point of view, a 
summit meeting between President 


Hosni Mubarak and Prime Minister 
Shamir remains distant without pro- 
gress on the peace process. 

But Egyptian officials have toned 
down criticism of Shamir since the 
November elections made it appar- 
ent that the Likud leader would re- 
main prime minister. 

Recent Egyptian statements indi- 
cate that Cairo now is seeking a 
bridge between Shamir's stated poli- 
cy accepting an international “‘open- 
ing” to direct peace talks, and Cai- 
ro’s endorsement of an international 
peace conference. 

“While in the past, they refused 
to talk to Shamir, they realize today 
that they will have to.” said one 
ranking official here. “So they're 
making him sound not quite as bad 
as before.” 

The softening of the Egyptian at- 
titude towards Israel comes at a time 
when Cairo has taken its strongest 
Official stance to date in support of 
the PLO by recognizing the new Pal- 
estinian state. jane. 

While Israel didn’t react strongly 
to the move, some official sources 
suggest that Israel will exact a 
“price” for Cairo’s unilateral step at 
some future date. 

“If they think they can get out of 
this one they're mistaken,” said one 
source. “The Egyptians should real- 
ize they will have to pay a price. 
Otherwise, they will try to do the 
same thing regarding other issues.” 


IDF intercept gunmen in 
S. Lebanon security zone

METULLA -— Troops early yester- 
day shot and killed a gunman who 
was apparently intending to attack 
an IDF or South Lebanese Army 
target inside the security zone. A 
second gunman, who was probably 
‘wounded, managed to escape north- 
wards. There were no IDF 
casualties. 

The gunmen were believed to 
have been members of the Amal 
Shi‘ite movement. Two Kalashni- 
kov rifles, an RPG launcher, hand 
grenades and battle pouches were 
found alongside the body of the 
dead man. 


Members of a Nahal unit were 
On routine patrol when they spotted 
the gunmen, south east of the village 
of Barashit. 


A search was mounted for the 
man who escaped northwards. 

« The incident was the second this 
week. On Sunday, IDF troops inter- 
cepted a terrorist squad in the west- 
erm sector of the zone, killing one 
gunman and forcing the others to 
flee. 


Eight terrorists have been killed 
and three others wounded and cap- 
tured by IDF and SLA troops in the 
past month.

The decision to reject coalition 
talks with the Likud also sets the 
stage for contacts between Peres 
and the ultra-Orthodox parties, sev- 
eral of which had indicated that they 
would reverse their positions and 
recommend Peres for the post of 
prime minister to the president on 
Monday, when the period allotted 
to Shamir to form a government 2x- 
pires. If either Shas or Aguda and 
Degel Hatora support Peres, La- 
bour would be able to block the 
formation of a Shamir-led govern- 
ment. 

Peres said yesterday he did not 
believe that the Likud would keep 
its promise to pass the “Who is a 
Jew" amendment, saying that “both 
parties have realized over the past 
two weeks what the consequences 
would be. This was seen as a signal 
to Agudat Yisrael that Shamir's 
promise to pass the amendment - 
the main reason for their supporting 
the Likud in the first place — stood 
80 chance of fulfilment. Peres hint- 
ed at the possibility of forming a 
narrow government with these par- 
ties, saying that, according to his 
calculations, 64 MKs “hold views 
close to those of Labour” on the 
territories and peace. 

However, Peres indicated that he 
still preferred a unity government 
that would change the electoral sys- 
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tem. He said he had proposed such a 
| ica they Shamir and Moshe 
Ὦ5 an were “receptive.” 

Labour sources yesterday said 
that the vote was influenced by Agu- 
da’s declaration that it would sup- 
port Peres, which appeared to cre- 
ate an opening for “something 
better than what Likud was offer- 
ing.” Thus, said the sources, “it was 
more a vote for a rotating unity gov- 
ernment than a vote for going to the 
opposition.” 

Many in the party said that the 
negative vote was helped by the se- 
cret ballot. The vote was secured by 
intense last-minute lobbying by Uzi 
Baram, Haim Ramon, Micha Har- 
ish, Masha Lubelski, David Liba'i 
and others. After the vote, this 
group was jubilant. 

Mapam yesterday welcomed La- 
bour’s decision but Shas leader Rab- 
bi Yitzhak Peretz was “shocked,” 
and said that “not forming a unity 
government would be very detn- 
mental to Israel.” 

Labour's decision not to enter a 
broad coalition with the Likud “only 
strengthens” the Sages’ resolve to 
press for a coalition with Labour, 
MK Menahem Porush told The 
Post. 

Porush said that following the 
Sages’ decision on Tuesday night, 
and last night’s move by Labour's 
bureau, Agudat Yisrael would re- 
examine its position at its own exec- 
utive meeting today.

Mekorot cuts water supplies 
to ‘front-line’ settlement

MOSHAV AVIVIM -- Residents of 
this settlement adjoining the Leba- 
nese border have been virtually 
without water for the past two 
weeks after the Mekorot water com- 
pany severely restricted supplies be- 

cause of outstanding debts. 
Residents complained that they 
couldn't take showers or flush toilets 
except for certain hours of the day 
when supplies were briefly resumed. 
“We have stood up to katyusha 
rockets, terrorist attacks, attempts 
to blow up our homes and infiltra- 
tion attempts.” declared moshav 
secretary Ya'acov Evgi. “Even the 
1970 bazooka attack on the school 
bus, which killed 12 people. most of 
them children from our settlement. 
didn't break us.” 
“Now, however, we are faced 
with severe financial problems and 
Mekorot has cut water supplies so 
that we have to hoard water in buck- 
ae our orchards are dry,” he 
sai 


Kindergarten assistant Hashiba 
Gabai said youngsters had to wash 
their hands in buckets after going to 
the toilets. “15 very unhygienic. 
The government spent a fortune to 
immunize everybody against polio, 
but it can’t afford to help us. It's 
ridiculous.” she said. 

Members of the moshav. which 


has a population of 450 people, earn 
their livelihoods from agricultural 
produce, primarily apples, pears 
and peaches, as well as eggs from 
battery hens. 

Evgi said the prices of fruit had 
fallen drastically this year because of 
a nationwide surplus. “We don't 
have money to pay the debts unless 
we receive assistance, or we can 
reach an agreement to pay Mekorot 
in stages," he said. 


Several families, many of 
whom rely on national insurance 
payments to supplement their in- 
come, have threatened to leave the 
settlement because of the govern- 
ment's failure to ease their econom- 
ic plight. 

Mekorot spokesman Morde- 
chai Yacobovitch said the water 
company was owed NIS 2 million by 
settlements throughout the country. 
“Avivim didn’t pay an agora 
throughout the summer and its debt 
has reached ΝΙΝ 180,000," said 
Yacobovitch. 


“We have done everything to 
help Avivim because of the special 
circumstances, but we are legally 
bound to charge for water supplies 
and all our demands and warnings 
have been ignored. Despite this, we 
haven't completely cut supplies of 
drinking water to the settlement.” 
he said.

Prisons’ Authority Commissioner 
Levi Shaul yesterday received the 
findings of a committee of inquiry 
into the death of three prisoners and 
‘serious illness of two others at the 
Damun prison near Haifa on No- 
vember 18. 

The five prisoners had held a 
“drug party” in one of the cells of 
the protection wing. at which they 
consumed a “cocktail” of four kinds 
of drugs. apparently mixed with 
poison. 

The committee recommended 
that the officer who was on duty the 
night of the party face a discipimary 
hearing before the head of the ser- 
vice’s manpower administration, 
Tat-Gundar Shalom Mann. 

The duty officer will be charged 
with dereliction of duty. He alleged- 
ly conducted the morning head 
count without insisting that the pris- 
oners stand beside their beds. This
